Human  life  has  its  jitys  «nil  its  sorrows — its  sea-  * 
sons  of  prosperity  and  happiness,  of  adversity  and  ;i 
misfortune.  There  is  much  truth,  unquestionably, ' 
in  the  saying  of  the  ancients,  that  “  man  is  the  ma¬ 
ker  of  his  own  fortunes,”  or  that  his  condition  in 
life  depends  upon  himself — that  it  lies  in  his  ov/nji 
power  to  rentier  life  happy  and  agreeable,  ortojl 
make  it  miserable  and  burdensome.  By  his  follies  !| 
and  vices,  man  brings  upon  himself  ten  thousand 
evilswhich  might  be  avoided,  and  fails  of  ten  thou- 1| 
laod  sources  of  happiness  and  enjoyment  which  ji 
are  within  his  reach.  Thus  he  renders  himselfj| 
miserable,  and  consequently  looks  u])on  life  as  a  ll 
burden,  and  perhaps  a  curse.  i 

But  in  this  brief  and  mutable  state  of  existence,  !| 
man  is  exposed  to  evils  over  which  he  has  and  can  I 
have  no  control ;  the  occurrence  of  wliicli,  there-  |i 
fore,  he  can  not  ])rcvcDi.  Every  thing  is  evil  that  i 
produces  mi.scry,  and  though  one  individual  niay ! 
be  exempt  from  ilie  evils  suirercd  by  another ;  yet  ij 
from  evils,  humanity  can  not  be  wholly  free. —  !j 
Among  the  unavoidable  evils  of  human  life,  sick-  jj 
ness  and  death  stand  foremost.  It  is  true,  undoubt- 
edly,  that  a  strict  observance  of  the  physical  and  || 
organic  laws  will  shiehl  us,  in  a  great  measure,  , 
from  the  arrows  of  sickness  and  disease;  htit  de-j' 
cay  and  dissolution  are  written  upon  all  things,, 
earthly.  And  thouch  an  inilividual  by  obeying  tlie 
laws  of  his  constitution,  may  live  long,  com  para-  I 
lively  free  from  sickness  and  pain  ;  yet  a  peritHl  to  J 
his  earthly  existence  must  evcntnally  arrive,  and  , 
death  must  claim  him  as  its  victitn.  When  the  * 
future  is  taken  into  the  account,  death  need  not  he 
regarded  as  an  evil.  Here  it  is  a  universal  con- 1 
queror.  It  spares  neither  age  nor  sex — neither  high 
Dorlow — rich  nor  poor.  All  must  bow  to  its  man-t! 
date  and  obey  its  summons.  But  the  word  of  in-  i 
•piration  teaches  us,  that  death  shall  not  hold  end- ' 
less  dominion  over  the  world — that  it  shall,  on  the 
contrary,  be  itself  destroyed — swallowed  up  in  vie- 1| 
tory;  so  that  an  intelligent  and  exalted  universe 
shall  he  enabled  to  exclaim  triutnphnntly,  “Oh* 
death,  where  is  thy  sling?”  I, 

Willi  this  view  of  the  siihjrct,  therefore,  death  i 
need  not  be  looked  upon  as  an  evil.  But  so  attach-  j 
ed  do  we  become  to  life,  and  so  strongly  do  our  af-  j| 
fectiona  entwine  themselves  around  our  kindred,  |j 
itet  the  prospect  of  death  is  by  no'means  a  source ' 
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of  comfort  and  satisfaction,  and  its  actual  occur¬ 
rence  se.ids  grief  and  sadness  into  many  hearts, 
severing  a  linh  in  the  chain  of  sympathy,  that  con¬ 
nects  together  the  whole  race  of  intelligences.  We 
are  the  creatures  of  sympathy.  This  principle  or 
feeling  is  universal  to  our  race.  It  exists  wherever 
man  may  be  found — whether  amid  the  icy  regirtns 
and  eternal  snows  of  the  north,  or  the  burning 
climes  of  the  south.  It  is  not  alone  the  in  i  ate  of 
the  bosom  of  him  who  basks  beneath  the  bright 
sunshine  of  civilization  and  Christianity;  but  also 
‘‘  the  wild,  untutored  savage,”  bows  in  submission 
to  the  pow-er  of  sympathy.  It  is  as  natural  almost 
for  us  to  sigh  for  other’s  sighs,  and  w'eep  fbr  other’s 
woes,  as  it  is  feci  our  own.  When  the  tears  of  an¬ 
guish  and  of  wo  are  seen  coursing  down  the  cheeks 
of  the  bereaved  and  alllicted,  who  does  not  feel  to 
sympathise  w  ith  them  ?  Ami  if  the  sight  of  the 
exhibition  of  griaf  and  sorrow  will  draw  forth  the 
tear  of  sympathy,  need  it  be  wondered  at  that  ma¬ 
ny  hearts  should  he  filled  w-iih  sadness  and  anguish 
when  relentless  death  snatches  away  a  beloved  one 
from  the  family  circle  ?  Surely  not. 

More  especially  will  grief  and  sadness  take  pos-  \. 
session  of  the  heart,  when  the  approach  of  death  j 
is  sudden  and  unexpected ;  or  when  the  intelligence  j] 
is  communicated,  to  us,  that  some  distant  relative  ,i 
or  friend  whom  wc  supposed  to  be  in  the  enjoyment !' 
of  perfect  health,  had  suddenly  fallen  a  victim  loji 
the  shafts  of  the  destroyer.  Such  inlelligence, the ; 
respected  and  afflicted  friends  before  me,  have  re-|; 
cently  received.  The  painful  tidings  came,  hut  • 
two  w-eeks  after  they  had  received  word  that  the  j| 
family  were  all  in  usually  good  health.  How  sad, 
how  painful  must  have  been  the  intelligence !  I  . 
w’ill  quote  a  few  passages  fiom  the  letter  written  by  ' 
the  bereaved  and  afflicted  husband.  "Dear  chil-  , 
dren — With  a  tearful  eye  and  a  trembling  hand,  I  :* 
am  called  to  announce  the  death  of  your  beloved  ; 
mother.  .She  dejtartcd  this  life  on  Sunday,  Sep¬ 
tember  4fh,  at  half  past  two  o’cliK-k,  P.  M.,  after 
an  illness  of  fourteen  days.  She  had  an  aliaek  of 
the  chill  fever — w-as  not  considered  dangerous — Irer 
physician  consideied  the  disease  broken  up.  and* 
any  further  attendance  on  his  part  unnecessary.  '| 
On  the  eighth  day  of  her  sickness,  she  was  attack-,; 
ed  with  a  spasmodic  affection  of  the  nerves,  so  vio- 1! 
lent  as  to  deprive  her  of  the  use  of  speech,  altlioiigh 
at  times  she  liad  her  senses.  1  am  sure  her  sick-  ■ 
ness  was  jtainful  and  her  stifTcriiigs  great.  f>vcry 
thing  was  done  for  her  that  could  he  done.  She 
was  attcndeil  by  skilful  physicians,  and  if  the  pray¬ 
ers  and  tears  of  her  friends  who  surrounded  her 
bed,  could  have  availed,  she  would  have  still  lived.  | 
But  her  Father  in  heaven  calle;l,  anti  she  was  wil¬ 
ling  to  obey,  She  seemed  to  be  impressed  with  a 
belief  for  some  lime  previous,  that  her  departure| 
was  near  at  hand.  Our  loss  as  a  mother,  a  friend 
and  counsellor,  is  irreparable :  but  our  loss  is  her 
infinite  gain.  The  faith  of  your  mother  in  her  last 
sickness  was  iriumjthanl.  .  She  observed  m  Miss 
Lalhrnp,  who  was  watching  by  her  bed — ‘Angels 
in  heaven  are  liappy,  and  are  not  called  to  hear  the 
pains  that  I  endure’ — and  after  a  iiroment’s  i<ai:s  -, 
she  triumphantly  exclaimeil,  ‘  I  shall  sikui  he  hap- 
jty  t(X).’  ”  None  but  siiel  as  have  experieneed  the 
same,  can  fully  realize  flic  feelings  that  must  per¬ 
vade  the  bosom  on  the  reception  of  such  intdligeiiec. 
But  we  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  deceased  ilcpartcd , 
in  the  triumphs  of  Gospel  faith — the  fai'h  tlnit  en- 
eirclcs  a  world  within  its  embrace — ih?  faitli  that 
hxiks  torward  to  the  clorious  npd  desirable  period, 
when  righteousness  and  jtcacc  shall  reign  univer¬ 
sally  trium|)hant  throughout  the  vast  iloiniiiions  <if 
the  Almighty — when  every  knee  shall  how  in  wil- , 
ling  obedience  to  the  moral  government  of  Go<l,  j 
and  every  voice  shall  engage  in  celebrating  the** 


praises  of  redeeming  love.  The  death  ot  this  ami¬ 
able  woman  furnishes  another  refutation  of  the  oft- 
repeated  saying,  that  though  the  faith  of  universal 
and  efficient  grace  will  do  to  live  by,  it  will  not 
sustain  the  soul  amid  the  agonies  of  dissolving  na¬ 
ture.  I  for  one,  ask  not  for  a  faith  that  will  do  to 
die  by.  which  will  not,  at  the  same  time,  do  toliv* 
by.  The  truth  i.<»,  the  faith  that  will  do  to  live  by 
is  the  only  one  that  will  do  to  die  byl  I  envv  not 
thnl  man’s  stateof  mind,  who  is  destitute  of  aYaith 
that  will  not  do  to  live  by.  Such  a  faith  must  be 
erroneous,  as  well  as  unjtrofitable;  for  it  is  a  pecu¬ 
liarity  of  ihe  true  faitli  of  the  Gospel,  that  it  will 
do  to  live  by,  inasmuch  as  it  influences  those  who 
sincerely-  embrace  if,  to  live  "  soberly,  righteously 
and  godly,”  To  say  therefore  that  the  faith  of  uni¬ 
versal  salvation  will  do  to  live  by,  is  conceding  that 
if  we  live  in  accordance  with  its  principles  and 
obey  its  precepts,  we  shall  live  up  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Gos[)el.  To  say  that  this  faith  will 
not  answer  to  die  by,  is  virtually  saying  that  living 
in  obedience  to  the  moral  requirements  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  will  not  prepare  us  for' the  hour  of  death.  We 
know  of  nothing  that  will  better  prepare  an  individu¬ 
al  for  death,  than  a  correct  life.  Wliatever  will  do  to 
live  by,  therefiire,  will  tlo  to  die  by. 

As  before  intimated,  the  sudden  and  unexpected 
intelligence  of  the  deatli  of  a  beloved  friend  or  re¬ 
lative,  from  whom  wc  arc  Tar  separated,  and  whom 
we  suppose  to  be  in  the.  enjoyment  of  health,  the 
greatest  of  file’s  blessings,  is  painful  in  the  extreme. 
The  occurrence  of  a  death  in  the  family  circle,  or 
among  one’s  relatives,  is  painful  under  any  circum¬ 
stances  ;  but  less  so,  when  such  an  event  is  daily 
or  hourly  expected.  When  one  who  is  near  and 
dear  to  us  by  the  ties  of  nature  or  of  afleefion,  is 
wasting  away  under  the  influence  of  disease,  and 
we  arc  expecting  that  the  spirit  will  soon  leave  its 
t.nhcrnacle  of  clay,  the  shock  given  to  ihe  feelings 
by  the  occurrence  of  the  event  w  Inch  had  long  been 
apprehended,  is  not  so  great,  as  when  the  tidings  of 
tlie  de.ath  of  one  we  love  come  ujHin  us.  unlocked 
for  and  unexpeeted.  I  know  not  therefore  how  I 
can  hetler  discharge  ilie  duty  devolving  upon  me 
on  this  o«.‘casit)u,  than  by  directing  the  aUeiilion  of 
my  ie.specied  and  alllietcil  friends  to  the  “good  li- 
ilitigs  of  great  joy.”  as  the  only  true  source  of  con¬ 
solation  and  s.atisfiietion.-  In  the  first  jilace,  1  would 
direct  your  attention  to  a  consideration  of  what  are 
not  the  “good  tidings  of  great  joy” — and  in  the  se¬ 
cond  plat  e  to  what  are.

agitating  all  classes  of  community,  I  propose  to  of-  | 
fer  an  elucidation  which  I  think,  in  fact  I  am  over 
confident  will  dispel  all  doubts,  do  away  all  discre¬ 
pancy  of  opinion,  and  satisfy  all  parties,  setting  the 
matter  finally  at  rest.  I  shall  present  my  views 
with  all  modesty  and  due  respect  for  the  opinions 
of  learned  men  who  have  discussed  the  subject  be¬ 
fore,  believing  as  I  do,  that  in  whatever  they  may 
differ  from  me,  it  is  not  from  obstinacy  or  precon-  j 
ceived  or  hastily  formed  opinions  on  their  part,  but  j 
from  a  misunderstanding  into  which  they  have  been 
unavoidably  led,  and  f  hope  they  will  in  return  j 
evbce  the  same  charitable  spirit  towards  me,  by  ! 
acknowledging  at  oijce  the  consistency  of  my  con¬ 


clusions,  all  of  which  I  shall  endeavor  to  set  forth  i| 
clearly  illustrated,  and  substantiated  by  ancient  and  jj 
unquestionable  authorities,  in  such  a  manner  that 
no  rational  mind  can  with  the  faintest  shadow'  of 
propriety,  entertain  the  least  doubt. 

MtKiern  usage  has  imparted  to  the  word  *•  Bap-  , 
ti/.e,”  a  wide  signification,  hut  an  ac(]uaintance 
witii  thcoiigtnal  languages  will  convuice  us  that 
this  almost  unlimited  sense,  giving  rise  to  much 
discrepancy  ofojtinion,  is  duo  toa  corruption  of  tlie 
term  by  filtering  tbrougli  various  translations  and 
being  subjected  to  the  influence  of  the  ever  chang-' 
ing  iiliom  of  various  nations.  |) 

For  the  origin  of  the  word  baptize  we  have  to  re-  ' 
fer  almost  back  to  the  first  page  of  the  book  history. , 
The  woril  is  said  to  have  been  used  several  times  | 
by  Cain,  in  a  work  called  “  Horrors  of  Exile.”  j 
Also  by  Noah  in  his  memoirs  during  his  voyage  to  , 
Mount  Ararat  on  boaid  the  ark,  as  well  as  by  l*hd- 1| 
raoh  in  Ids  elaborate  iroaiiso  upon  the  philosophi-  j 
cal  causes  of  drouth  in  Egypt;  but  as  none  of  tliese  J 
works  are  now  at  hand  1  am  unable  to  favor  iny 
readers  with  quotations  from  them.  In  a  work  writ-  j 
ten  by  Nimrod,  upon  parchment,  entitled  ‘‘V'ena-|j 
tor  Sylvcstri.s,”  the  author  in  relating  the  account 
of  an  allray  with  a  stag  which  he  was  pursuing  , 
across  the  Euphrates,  makes  use  of  the  following  | 
language,  "  Euphiatum  hatizimeo  cervus."  Esau  , 
likew  ise  makes  use  of  the  word  in  this  same  sense  j 
when  speaking  of  the  wild  goats  at  the  fountain  of 
Kishu.  In  a  w'ork  upon  the  submersion  of  Jonah, 
wiitten  in  Assyria  by  one  Gezekiah  a  native  ofjl 
Nineveh,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Jehoaluiz,  we 
find  this  passage,  “  Keshii  pau  Jonah  d'  beth  bali-  t 
zimeo,”  showing  clearly  the  idea  w'hich  he  meant 
to  convey  by  the  term.  And  again  in  an  aitpen-; 
dix  subjoined  to  a  subsequent  edition  of  the  same: 
w’ork  we  find  “  Batizimeo  pizimus  duo  fau  Jonah"  i| 
going  to  confirm  the  preceding  passage.  We  might  j 
quote  more  from  this  author  but  the  above  [tassagesil 
are  sufficient  to  show  us  the  sense  which  he  gives  j; 
the  term.  *  Thaligos,  the  historian,  in  his  account  ; 
of  the  deluge,  says,  “  Baptizo  simitlhomo  mttndi ^ 
and  Nebuciiadiiezzar  in  his  “Herbarium  Catholi- 1| 
cum”  W’hich  he  wrote  in  Babylon  soon  after  his  re- ; 
turn  from  the  plains,  speaking  of  the  com|)arative  > 
virtues  of  different  grasses,  says,  “  Exccleorum  ba-] 
lizimeo Jlorum”  and  in  the  course  of  the  work  the' 
word  occurs  some  thirteen  limes,  implying  in  each  ! 
case  the  same  expressed  in  the  above  qitot.alions.  ^ 
Kazeoin,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Bersheba, ' 
in  a  thesis  ujxrn  the  curative  properties  of  the  vege- ; 
table  alkalies,  makes  the  following  remark,  “  Cinis 
baptizo  Job  ct  sanituiii.”  We  find  likewise  that  j 
some  of  the  Kabbiiiical  writers  use  the  term  in  the; 
same  sense,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  the! 
“  Johannas  3Iali  Rabhinicus,”  “  Ptecepta  Targu-  j 
niico  Talumdico  Rabhinicus,”  and  many  others.  ! 

Unfortunately  for  us,  many  valuable  papers  up-j 
on  which  wc  should  rely  for  the  illustration  of  thisll 
subject,  were  destroyed  in  the  burning  of  the  Alex-  ;; 
amlrian  Library  by  the  Saracens,  in  the  year  G42.  j! 
Among  the  famous  w’orks  which  were  arlded  by  ' 
Ptolemy  Philudelphus,  and  likewise  those  supplied  i! 
by  Cleopatra,  after  the  w’ar  with  Julius  Ciesar  in  ! 
which  a  portion  of  the  library  was  destroyed,  were  , 
many  which  if  we  hail  them  would  allord  us  more  ; 
light  than  any  thing  now  extant.  In  the  account  h 
given  by  Xapalui  of  the  destruction  of  Pharaoh  '} 
and  his  hosts,  the  following  ex  pressionocciu's,  '•^Hos- 
tus  et  Pharaoh  Claris  rubeo  mortem;"  respecting  | 
the  meaning  of  this  passage  there  can  be  no  doubt.  , 
In  Elsigabe’s  translation  of  “  Xylosteom,”  a  poem  j 
written  by  Xexarhonitiepathli,  we  find  this  stanza: ; 

'  “Now  as  llic  moon  rose  fair, 

Three  limes  baptized  they  ;  ' 

While  stilly  silence  ruled  the  air,  Ij 

And  calm  control'd  the  sea.’’  |; 

F rom  this  we  may  infer  that  whatever  may  be  | 
the  idea  intended  to  be  conveyed,  baptize  can  irn-  |i 
ply  neither  commotion  of  the  air  or  sea,  as  a  calm  1 
is  said  to  exist  at  the  time.  I  might  go  on  multi-  | 
plying  quotations  from  authors  out  of  number,  and  ; 
produce  any  amount  of  corroboration  of  the  senti-  jl 
meiits  which  I  have  expressed,  but  it  is  probably  j, 
unnecessary.  In  referring  to  authority  I  have  con- 
fined  myself  to  that  of  the  Ancients,  as  it  is  untain¬ 


ted  with  that  bias  which  pervades  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  almost  every  thing  of  the  present  day. 

It  is  true  moderns  have  expended  a  vast  amountof 
time  and  talent,  and  shed  oceans  of  ink  upon  this 
suhject,  but  all  the  result  of  their  labors  is  a  mere 
incongruous  mass  of  contradictory  and  incompre¬ 
hensible  opinion.  I  will,  however,  refer  to  one 
work  of  comparatively  miKlern  date,  a  poem  upon 
the  Pool  of  Suloim,  written  in  the  Hebrew  tongue 
by  Seratiis;  some  time  iu  the  first  century,  and  was 
presented  by  the  Crusaders  after  the  holy  wars  to 
the  library  of  St.  John’s  Church  on  the  Island  of 
Malta,  where  it  may  be  consulted  at  this  day.  In 
this  itoem  we  find  the  following  remarkable  and 
lucid  stanza, 

“  Toleii  uiiilL  fish  khu  tsan, 

Bernn  eslu  lot  furl  iros' 

Entile  dnloii  eto  umriiznn, 

'  Feriine  bantizo  ento  pros.” 

Can  any  thing  be  more  clear,  more  to  our  pur¬ 
pose,  or  more  to  the  point  than  this  ?  This  alone 
ought  to  satisfy  every  candid  and  unprejudiced 
mind. 

From  what  has  been  said  it  will  be  perceived 
that  the  word  “  Baptize”  does  not  properly  admit 
ot  the  varied  and  indefinite  construction  which 
many  put  upton  it,  and  that  all  this  diversity  of  opin¬ 
ion  among  learned  men  respecting  it,  has  sprung 
from  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  primitive  signifi¬ 
cation  of  the  word.  The  explanation  given  above, 

I  am  confident  can  not  fail  of  convincing  every  sen¬ 
sible  individual.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  such 
a  clear  and  perfect  illustration  that  it  may  leave  no 
doubt  in  the  minds  of  any,  and  I  now  sincerely  hope 
and  trust  that  the  matter  is  settled,  and  that  all 
parties  will  hereafter  rest  satisfied,  and  annoy  us 
no  more  with  their  disputes.  If,  however,  there 
should  be  any  persons  so  incredulous  as  to  retain 
doubts,  after  the  amount  of  light  which  I  have 
thrown  upon  the  subject,  if  they  will  make  them¬ 
selves  known  to  me  I  pledge  my  reputation  as  a 
commentator  that  I  will  elucidate  it  to  their  satis¬ 
faction.
